2. The activities of the Office of Security during the 


week of 13 - 19 March 1980 were highlighted by the following 
items: 


a. On 16 March, a representative of the Office 
of Security left for[— ——s—Ss—S_—sSéin’ response to 
a specific request from the Chief of Station. The 
request cited the need for a security specialist to be 
on the scene to assist in an_evaluation of the state of 
preparedness at the Station to meet a 
potential threat to our personne 


c. During the reporting period, guidelines for 
the Agency's annual Occupational Safety and Health 
Report were received from the Secretary of Labor. 
Preparation of the report by the Safety Group has 
begun. Another activity of the Safety Group solved the 
mystery of the disappearing panels in the South Cafetcria. 
A safety evaluation established that, with modifications, 
the panels did not present a hazard when hung. However, 
they are made of a combustible plastic that would 
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create toxic fumes in the event of a fire. After 
consultation with the General Services Administra- 
tion, the panels were removed. (U)
